A BILL

Making appropriations for the Departments of Veterans Af-
fairs and Housing and Urban Development, and for sun-
dry independent agencies, commissions, corporations, and
offices for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1998,
and for other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
That the following sums are appropriated, out of any

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the
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Departments of Veterans Affairs and Housing and Urban
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Development, and for sundry independent agencies, com-
missions, corporations, and offices for the fiscal year end-
ing September 30, 1998, and for other purposes, namely:
TITLE 1
DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS AFFAIRS
VETERANS BENEFITS ADMINISTRATION
COMPENSATION AND PENSIONS
(INCLUDING TRANSFERS OF FUNDS)

For the payment of compensation benefits to or on
behalf of veterans and a pilot program for disability ex-
aminations as authorized by law (38 U.S.C. 107, chapters
11, 13, 18, 51, 53, 55, and 61); pension benefits to or
on behalf of veterans as authorized by law (38 U.S.C.
chapters 15, 51, 53, 55, and 61; 92 Stat. 2508); and bur-
ial benefits, emergency and other officers’ retirement pay,
adjusted-service credits and certificates, payment of pre-
miums due on commercial life insurance policies guaran-
teed under the provisions of Article IV of the Soldiers’
and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act of 1940, as amended, and
for other benefits as authorized by law (38 U.S.C. 107,
1312, 1977, and 2106, chapters 23, 51, 53, 55, and 61;
50 U.S.C. App. 540-548; 43 Stat. 122, 123; 45 Stat. 735;
76 Stat. 1198); $19,932,997,000, to remain available
until expended: Provided, That not to exceed $26,380,000
of the amount appropriated shall be reimbursed to “‘Gen-

eral operating expenses’” and ‘““‘Medical care” for necessary
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expenses 1n implementing those provisions authorized in
the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1990, and in
the Veterans’ Benefits Act of 1992 (38 U.S.C. chapters
51, 53, and 55), the funding source for which is specifi-
cally provided as the “Compensation and pensions’ appro-
priation: Provided further, That such sums as may be
earned on an actual qualifying patient basis, shall be reim-
bursed to “Medical facilities revolving fund” to augment
the funding of individual medical facilities for nursing
home care provided to pensioners as authorized by the
Veterans’ Benefits Act of 1992 (38 U.S.C. chapter 55).
READJUSTMENT BENEFITS

For the payment of readjustment and rehabilitation
benefits to or on behalf of veterans as authorized by 38
U.S.C. chapters 21, 30, 31, 34, 35, 36, 39, 51, 53, 55,
and 61, $1,366,000,000, to remain available until ex-
pended: Provided, That funds shall be available to pay any
court order, court award or any compromise settlement
arising from litigation involving the vocational training
program authorized by section 18 of Public Law 98-77,
as amended.

VETERANS INSURANCE AND INDEMNITIES

For military and naval insurance, national service life
insurance, servicemen’s indemnities, service-disabled vet-
erans insurance, and veterans mortgage life insurance as

authorized by 38 U.S.C. chapter 19; 70 Stat. 887; 72
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Stat. 487, $51,360,000, to remain available until ex-
pended.
VETERANS HOUSING BENEFIT PROGRAM FUND PROGRAM
ACCOUNT
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For the cost of direct and guaranteed loans, such
sums as may be necessary to carry out the program, as
authorized by 38 U.S.C. chapter 37, as amended: Pro-
vided, That such costs, including the cost of modifying
such loans, shall be as defined in section 502 of the Con-
eressional Budget Act of 1974, as amended: Provided fur-
ther, That during fiscal year 1998, within the resources
available, not to exceed $300,000 in gross oblications for
direct loans are authorized for specially adapted housing
loans.

In addition, for administrative expenses to carry out
the direct and guaranteed loan programs, $160,437,000,
which may be transferred to and merged with the appro-
priation for “‘General operating expenses’”.

EDUCATION LOAN FUND PROGRAM ACCOUNT
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For the cost of direct loans, $1,000, as authorized
by 38 U.S.C. 3698, as amended: Provided, That such
costs, including the cost of modifying such loans, shall be
as defined in section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act

of 1974, as amended: Provided further, That these funds
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are available to subsidize gross obligations for the prin-
cipal amount of direct loans not to exceed $3,000.

In addition, for administrative expenses necessary to
carry out the direct loan program, $200,000, which may
be transferred to and merged with the appropriation for
“General operating expenses’.

VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION LOANS PROGRAM ACCOUNT
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For the cost of direct loans, $44,000, as authorized
by 38 U.S.C. chapter 31, as amended: Provided, That such
costs, including the cost of modifying such loans, shall be
as defined in section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act
of 1974, as amended: Provided further, That these funds
are available to subsidize gross obligations for the prin-
cipal amount of direct loans not to exceed $2,278,000.

In addition, for administrative expenses necessary to
carry out the direct loan program, $388,000, which may
be transferred to and merged with the appropriation for
“(yeneral operating expenses’.

NATIVE AMERICAN VETERAN HOUSING LOAN PROGRAM
ACCOUNT
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For administrative expenses to carry out the direct

loan program authorized by 38 U.S.C. chapter 37, sub-

chapter V, as amended, $515,000, which may be trans-

ferred to and merged with the appropriation for
operating expenses’’.
VETERANS HEALTH ADMINISTRATION
MEDICAL CARE
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)
For necessary expenses for the maintenance and op-
eration of hospitals, nursing homes, and domiciliary facili-
ties; for furnishing, as authorized by law, inpatient and
outpatient care and treatment to beneficiaries of the De-
partment of Veterans Affairs, including care and treat-
ment in facilities not under the jurisdiction of the Depart-
ment; and furnishing recreational facilities, supplies, and
equipment; funeral, burial, and other expenses incidental
thereto for beneficiaries receiving care in the Department;
administrative expenses in support of planning, design,
project management, real property acquisition and disposi-
tion, construction and renovation of any facility under the
jurisdiction or for the use of the Department; oversight,
engineering and architectural activities not charged to
project cost; repairing, altering, improving or providing fa-
cilities in the several hospitals and homes under the juris-
diction of the Department, not otherwise provided for, ei-
ther by contract or by the hire of temporary employees
and purchase of materials; uniforms or allowances there-
for, as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 5901-5902; aid to State

homes as authorized by 38 U.S.C. 1741; administrative

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and legal expenses of the Department for collecting and
recovering amounts owed the Department as authorized
under 38 U.S.C. chapter 17, and the Kederal Medical
Care Recovery Act, 42 U.S.C. 2651 et seq.; and not to
exceed $8,000,000 to fund cost comparison studies as re-
ferred to in 38 U.S.C. 8110(a)(5); $17,026,846,000, plus
reimbursements: Provided, That of the funds made avail-
able under this heading, $550,000,000 is for the equip-
ment and land and structures object classifications only,
which amount shall not become available for obligation
until August 1, 1998, and shall remain available until Sep-
tember 30, 1999.

In addition, contingent on enactment of legislation
establishing the Medical Collections Fund, such sums as
may be derived pursuant to 38 U.S.C. 1729(g) shall be
deposited to such Fund and may be transferred to this
account, to remain available until expended for the pur-

poses of this account.

MEDICAL AND PROSTHETIC RESEARCH
For necessary expenses in carrying out programs of
medical and prosthetic research and development as au-
thorized by 38 U.S.C. chapter 73, to remain available until
September 30, 1999, $267,000,000, plus reimbursements.

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MEDICAL ADMINISTRATION AND MISCELLANEOUS
OPERATING EXPENSES

For necessary expenses in the administration of the
medical, hospital, nursing home, domiciliary, construction,
supply, and research activities, as authorized by law; ad-
ministrative expenses in support of planning, design,
project management, architectural, engineering, real prop-
erty acquisition and disposition, construction and renova-
tion of any facility under the jurisdiction or for the use
of the Department of Veterans Affairs, including site ac-
quisition; engineering and architectural activities not
charged to project cost; and research and development in
building construction technology; $60,160,000, plus reim-
bursements.

GENERAL POST FUND, NATIONAL HOMES
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For the cost of direct loans, $7,000, as authorized
by Public Law 102-54, section 8, which shall be trans-
ferred from the “General post fund’: Provided, That such
costs, including the cost of modifying such loans, shall be
as defined in section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act
of 1974, as amended: Provided further, That these funds
are available to subsidize gross obligations for the prin-

cipal amount of direct loans not to exceed $70,000.

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In addition, for administrative expenses to carry out
the direct loan programs, $54,000, which shall be trans-
ferred from the “General post fund”, as authorized by
Public Law 102-54, section 8.

DEPARTMENTAL ADMINISTRATION
GENERAL OPERATING EXPENSES

For necessary operating expenses of the Department
of Veterans Affairs, not otherwise provided for, including
uniforms or allowances therefor; not to exceed $25,000 for
official reception and representation expenses; hire of pas-
senger motor vehicles; and reimbursement of the General
Services Administration for security guard services, and
the Department of Defense for the cost of overseas em-
ployee mail; $786,385,000: Provided, That funds under
this heading shall be available to administer the Service
Members Occupational Conversion and Training Act.

NATIONAL CEMETERY SYSTEM

For necessary expenses for the maintenance and op-
eration of the National Cemetery System, not otherwise
provided for, including uniforms or allowances therefor;
cemeterial expenses as authorized by law; purchase of
three passenger motor vehicles for use in cemeterial oper-

ations; and hire of passenger motor vehicles, $84,183,000.
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OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector
General in carrying out the Inspector General Act of 1978,
as amended, $31,013,000.

CONSTRUCTION, MAJOR PROJECTS
(INCLUDING RESCISSION OF FUNDS)

For constructing, altering, extending and improving
any of the facilities under the jurisdiction or for the use
of the Department of Veterans Affairs, or for any of the
purposes set forth in sections 316, 2404, 2406, 8102,
8103, 8106, 8108, 8109, 8110, and 8122 of title 38, Unit-
ed States Code, including planning, architectural and en-
gineering services, maintenance or guarantee period serv-
ices costs associated with equipment guarantees provided
under the project, services of claims analysts, offsite utility
and storm drainage system construction costs, and site ac-
quisition, where the estimated cost of a project is
$4,000,000 or more or where funds for a project were
made available in a previous major project appropriation,
$92,800,000, to remain available until expended: Pro-
vided, That the $32,100,000 provided under this heading
in Public Law 104-204 for a replacement hospital at
Travis Air Force Base, Fairfield, CA, shall not be obli-
cated for that purpose but shall be available instead to
implement the decisions reached as a result of the capital
facility recommendations contained in the final report en-

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titled “Assessment of Veterans Health Care Needs in
Northern California,” (Department of Veterans Affairs
Contract No. V101 (93)P-1444): Provided further, That
except for advance planning of projects funded through
the advance planning fund and the design of projects
funded through the design fund, none of these funds shall
be used for any project which has not been considered and
approved by the Congress in the budgetary process: Pro-
vided further, That funds provided in this appropriation
for fiscal year 1998, for each approved project shall be
oblicated (1) by the awarding of a construction documents
contract by September 30, 1998, and (2) by the awarding
of a construction contract by September 30, 1999: Pro-
vided further, That the Secretary shall promptly report in
writing to the Comptroller General and to the Committees
on Appropriations any approved major construction
project in which obligations are not incurred within the
time limitations established above; and the Comptroller
General shall review the report in accordance with the pro-
cedures established by section 1015 of the Impoundment
Control Act of 1974 (title X of Public Law 93-344): Pro-
vided further, That no funds from any other account ex-
cept the “Parking revolving fund”, may be obligated for
constructing, altering, extending, or improving a project

which was approved in the budget process and funded in
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this account until one year after substantial completion
and beneficial occupancy by the Department of Veterans
Affairs of the project or any part thereof with respect to
that part only.
CONSTRUCTION, MINOR PROJECTS

For constructing, altering, extending, and improving
any of the facilities under the jurisdiction or for the use
of the Department of Veterans Affairs, including plan-
ning, architectural and engineering services, maintenance
or guarantee period services costs associated with equip-
ment guarantees provided under the project, services of
claims analysts, offsite utility and storm drainage system
construction costs, and site acquisition, or for any of the
purposes set forth in sections 316, 2404, 2406, 8102,
8103, 8106, 8108, 8109, 8110, and 8122 of title 38, Unit-
ed States Code, where the estimated cost of a project is
less than $4,000,000; $166,300,000, to remain available
until expended, along with unoblicated balances of pre-
vious ‘‘Construction, minor projects’ appropriations which
are hereby made available for any project where the esti-
mated cost is less than $4,000,000: Provided, That funds
in this account shall be available for (1) repairs to any
of the nonmedical facilities under the jurisdiction or for
the use of the Department which are necessary because

of loss or damage caused by any natural disaster or catas-
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trophe, and (2) temporary measures necessary to prevent
or to minimize further loss by such causes.
PARKING REVOLVING FUND

For the parking revolving fund as authorized by 38
U.S.C. 8109, income from fees collected, to remain avail-
able until expended, which shall be available for all author-
ized expenses except operations and maintenance costs,
which will be funded from “Medical care”.
GRANTS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF STATE EXTENDED CARE

FACILITIES

For grants to assist States to acquire or construct
State nursing home and domiciliary facilities and to re-
model, modify or alter existing hospital, nursing home and
domiciliary facilities in State homes, for furnishing care
to veterans as authorized by 38 U.S.C. 8131-8137,
$80,000,000, to remain available until expended.

GRANTS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF STATE VETERAN
CEMETERIES

For grants to aid States in establishing, expanding,
or improving State veteran cemeteries as authorized by 38
U.S.C. 2408, $10,000,000, to remain available until ex-
pended.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)
SEC. 101. Any appropriation for fiscal year 1998 for

“Compensation and pensions”, ‘“Readjustment benefits”,

and “Veterans insurance and indemnities” may be trans-
ferred to any other of the mentioned appropriations.

SEC. 102. Appropriations available to the Depart-
ment of Veterans Affairs for fiscal year 1998 for salaries
and expenses shall be available for services authorized by
5 U.S.C. 3109.

SEC. 103. No appropriations in this Act for the De-
partment of Veterans Affairs (except the appropriations
for “Construction, major projects’”, “Construction, minor
projects”, and the ‘“Parking revolving fund’) shall be
available for the purchase of any site for or toward the
construction of any new hospital or home.

SEC. 104. No appropriations in this Act for the De-
partment of Veterans Affairs shall be available for hos-
pitalization or examination of any persons (except bene-
ficiaries entitled under the laws bestowing such benefits
to veterans, and persons receiving such treatment under
5 U.S.C. 7901-7904 or 42 U.S.C. 5141-5204), unless re-
imbursement of cost is made to the “Medical care” ac-
count at such rates as may be fixed by the Secretary of
Veterans Affairs.

SEC. 105. Appropriations available to the Depart-
ment of Veterans Affairs for fiscal year 1998 for “Com-
pensation and pensions”, “Readjustment benefits”, and

“Veterans insurance and indemnities’” shall be available
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for payment of prior year accrued obligations required to
be recorded by law against the corresponding prior year
accounts within the last quarter of fiscal year 1997.

SEC. 106. Appropriations accounts available to the
Department of Veterans Affairs for fiscal year 1998 shall
be available to pay prior year obligations of corresponding
prior year appropriations accounts resulting from title X
of the Competitive Equality Banking Act, Public Law
100-86, except that if such obligations are from trust
fund accounts they shall be payable from ‘“Compensation
and pensions”.

SEC. 107. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, during fiscal year 1998, the Secretary of Veterans
Affairs shall, from the National Service Life Insurance
Fund (38 U.S.C. 1920), the Veterans’ Special Life Insur-
ance Fund (38 U.S.C. 1923), and the United States Gov-
ernment Life Insurance Fund (38 U.S.C. 1955), reim-
burse the “General operating expenses’ account for the
cost of administration of the insurance programs financed
through those accounts: Provided, That reimbursement
shall be made only from the surplus earnings accumulated
In an insurance program in fiscal year 1998, that are
available for dividends in that program after claims have
been paid and actuarially determined reserves have been

set aside: Provided further, That if the cost of administra-
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tion of an insurance program exceeds the amount of sur-
plus earnings accumulated in that program, reimburse-
ment shall be made only to the extent of such surplus
earnings: Provided further, That the Secretary shall deter-
mine the cost of administration for fiscal year 1998, which
18 properly allocable to the provision of each insurance pro-
eram and to the provision of any total disability income
insurance included in such insurance program.
TITLE II
DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND URBAN
DEVELOPMENT
PuBLic AND INDIAN HOUSING
HOUSING CERTIFICATE FUND

For activities and assistance to prevent the involun-
tary displacement of low-income families, the elderly and
the disabled because of the loss of affordable housing
stock, expiration of subsidy contracts (other than con-
tracts for which amounts are provided under another
head) or expiration of use restrictions, or other changes
in housing assistance arrangements, and for other pur-
poses, $10,693,000,000, to remain available until ex-
pended: Provided, That of the total amount provided
under this heading, $9,200,000,000 shall be for assistance
under the United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C.

1437) for use in connection with expiring or terminating
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section 8 subsidy contracts including, where appropriate,
congregate care services associated with the expiring or
terminating contracts: Provided further, That the Sec-
retary may determine not to apply section 8(0)(6)(B) of
the Act to housing vouchers during fiscal year 1998: Pro-
vided further, That of the total amount provided under
this heading, $1,150,000,000 shall be for amendments to
section 8 contracts other than contracts for projects devel-
oped under section 202 of the Housing Act of 1959, as
amended: Provided further, That of the total amount pro-
vided under this heading, $343,000,000 shall be for see-
tion 8 rental assistance under the United States Housing
Act including assistance to relocate residents of properties
(i) that are owned by the Secretary and being disposed
of or (ii) that are discontinuing section 8 project-based
assistance; for the conversion of section 23 projects to as-
sistance under section 8; for funds to carry out the family
unification program; and for the relocation of witnesses
in connection with efforts to combat e¢rime in public and
assisted housing pursuant to a request from a law enforce-
ment or prosecution agency: Provided further, That of the
total amount made available in the preceding proviso,
$40,000,000 shall be made available to nonelderly disabled
families affected by the designation of a public housing

development under section 7 of such Act or the establish-
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ment of preferences in accordance with section 651 of the
Housing and Community Development Act of 1992 (42
U.S.C. 13611).

PUBLIC HOUSING CAPITAL FUND

(INCLUDING TRANSFERS OF FUNDS)

For the Public Housing Capital Fund Program under
the United States Housing Act of 1937, as amended (42
U.S.C. 1437), $2,500,000,000, to remain available until
expended for modernization of existing public housing
projects as authorized under section 14 of such Act: Pro-
vided, That of the total amount, $30,000,000 shall be for
carrying out activities under section 6(j) of such Act and
technical assistance for the inspection of public housing
units, contract expertise, and training and technical assist-
ance directly or indirectly, under grants, contracts, or co-
operative agreements, to assist in the oversight and man-
agement of public housing (whether or not the housing
is being modernized with assistance under this proviso)
or tenant-based assistance, including, but not limited to,
an annual resident survey, data collection and analysis,
training and technical assistance by or to officials and em-
ployees of the Department and of public housing agencies
and to residents in connection with the public housing pro-
oram and for lease adjustments to section 23 projects:
Provided further, That of the amount available under this
heading, the Secretary of Housing and Urban Develop-

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ment may use up to $60,000,000 for a public and assisted
housing self-sufficiency program of which up to
$5,000,000 may be used for the Moving to Work Dem-
onstration and up to $5,000,000 may be used for the Ten-
ant Opportunity Program: Provided further, That, for the
self-sufficiency activities, the Secretary may make grants
to public housing agencies (including Indian housing au-
thorities), nonprofit corporations, and other appropriate
entities for a supportive services program to assist resi-
dents of public and assisted housing, former residents of
such housing receiving tenant-based assistance under sec-
tion 8 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1437f), and other low-in-
come families and individuals to become self-sufficient:
Provided, That the program shall provide supportive serv-
ices, principally for the benefit of public housing residents,
to the elderly and the disabled, and to families with chil-
dren where the head of household would benefit from the
receipt of supportive services and is working, seeking
work, or is preparing for work by participating in job
training or educational programs: Provided further, That
the supportive services may include congregate services for
the elderly and disabled, service coordinators, and coordi-
nated educational, training, and other supportive services,
including academie skills training, job search assistance,

assistance related to retaining employment, vocational and

entrepreneurship development and support programs,
transportation, and child care: Provided further, That the
Secretary shall require applications to demonstrate firm
commitments of funding or services from other sources:
Provided further, That the Secretary shall select public
and Indian housing agencies to receive assistance under
this head on a competitive basis, taking into account the
quality of the proposed program, including any innovative
approaches, the extent of the proposed coordination of
supportive services, the extent of commitments of funding
or services from other sources, the extent to which the pro-
posed program includes reasonably achievable, quantifi-
able goals for measuring performance under the program
over a three-year period, the extent of success an agency
has had in carrying out other comparable initiatives, and
other appropriate criteria established by the Secretary:
Provided further, That all balances, as of September 30,
1997, of funds heretofore provided (other than for Indian
families) for the development or acquisition costs of public
housing, for modernization of existing public housing
projects, for public housing amendments, for public hous-
ing modernization and development technical assistance,
for lease adjustments under the section 23 program, and

for the Family Investment Centers program, shall be
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transferred to and merged with amounts made available
under this heading.
PUBLIC HOUSING OPERATING FUND
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For payments to public housing agencies for operat-
ing subsidies for low-income housing projects as author-
ized by section 9 of the United States Housing Act of
1937, including the costs associated with congregate care
and supportive services, as amended (42 U.S.C. 1437¢),
$2,900,000,000, to remain available until expended: Pro-
vided, That all balances outstanding, as of September 30,
1997, of funds heretofore provided (other than for Indian
families) for payments to public housing agencies for oper-
ating subsidies for low-income housing projects, shall be
transferred to and merged with amounts made available
under this heading.

DRUG ELIMINATION GRANTS FOR LOW-INCOME HOUSING
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For grants to public and Indian housing agencies for
use in eliminating e¢rime in public housing projects author-
ized by 42 U.S.C. 11901-11908, for grants for federally
assisted low-income housing authorized by 42 U.S.C.
11909, and for drug information clearinghouse services
authorized by 42 U.S.C. 11921-11925, $290,000,000, to
remain available until expended, of which $10,000,000
shall be for grants, technical assistance, contracts and
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other assistance training, program assessment, and execu-
tion for or on behalf of public housing agencies, resident
organizations, and Indian Tribes and their Tribally des-
ignated housing entities (including the cost of necessary
travel for participants in such training); $10,000,000 shall
be used in connection with efforts to combat violent crime
in public and assisted housing under the Operation Safe
Home Program administered by the Inspector General of
the Department of Housing and Urban Development; and
$5,000,000 shall be provided to the Office of Inspector
General for Operation Safe Home: Provided, That the
term “‘drug-related erime”, as defined in 42 U.S.C.

For grants to public housing agencies for assisting
in the demolition of obsolete public housing projects or
portions thereof, the revitalization (where appropriate) of
sites (including remaining public housing units) on which
such projects are located, replacement housing which will

avoid or lessen concentrations of very low-income families,
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and tenant-based assistance in accordance with section 8
of the United States Housing Act of 1937; and for provid-
ing replacement housing and assisting tenants to be dis-
placed by the demolition, $550,000,000, to remain avail-
able until expended, of which the Secretary may use up
to $10,000,000 for technical assistance, to be provided di-
rectly or indirectly by grants, contracts or cooperative
agreements, including training and cost of necessary travel

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That none of such funds shall be used directly or indirectly
by granting competitive advantage in awards to settle liti-
cation or pay judgments, unless expressly permitted here-
n.
NATIVE AMERICAN HOUSING BLOCK GRANTS
(INCLUDING TRANSFERS OF FUNDS)

For the Native American Housing Block Grants pro-
oram, as authorized under title I of the Native American
Housing Assistance and Self-Determination Act of 1996
(Public Law 104-330), $485,000,000, to remain available
until expended, of which $5,000,000 shall be used to sup-
port the inspection of Indian housing units, contract ex-
pertise, training, and technical assistance in the oversight
and management of Indian housing and tenant-based as-
sistance, including up to $200,000 for related travel: Pro-
vided, That of the amount available under this head,
$5,000,000 shall be made available for the credit subsidy
cost of guaranteed loans, including the cost of modifying
such loans, as authorized under section 601 of the Native
American Housing Assistance and Self-Determination
Act: Provided further, That these funds are available for
the Secretary, in conjunction with Native American

1997, previously appropriated under the headings ‘“An-
nual Contributions for Assisted Housing”, “Development
of Additional New Subsidized Housing”, “Preserving Ex-
isting Housing Development”, “HOME Investment Part-
nerships Program”, “Emergency Shelter Grants Pro-
oram’’, and “Homeless Assistance Funds”, identified for
Indian Housing Authorities and other agencies primarily
serving Indians or Indian areas, shall be transferred to
and merged with amounts made under this heading.

For the cost of guaranteed loans, as authorized by
section 184 of the Housing and Community Development
Act 0of 1992 (106 Stat. 3739) $6,000,000, to remain avail-
able until expended: Provided, That such costs, including
the costs of modifying such loans, shall be as defined in
section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act of 1974, as
amended: Provided further, That these funds are available
to subsidize total loan principal, any part of which is to

be guaranteed, not to exceed $73,800,000.

CAPITAL GRANTS/CAPITAL LOANS PRESERVATION

ACCOUNT

That of any amounts recaptured in excess of
$250,000,000 from interest reduction payment contracts
for section 236 contracts recaptured during fiscal year
1998, that excess amount shall be available for use in con-
junction with properties that are eligible for assistance
under the Low-Income Housing Preservation and Resi-
dent Homeownership Act of 1990 (LIHPRHA) or the

Demonstration Act of 1993 (Public Law 103-120) with
not less than $10,000,000 of the funding to be used in
rural areas, including tribal areas: Provided further, That
not to exceed 20 percent of any grant made with funds
appropriated herein (other than a grant made available
under the preceding proviso to the Housing Assistance
Council or the National American Indian Housing Coun-
cil, or a grant using funds under section 107(b)(3) of the
Housing and Community Development Act of 1974, as

amended) shall be expended for “Planning and Manage-

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ment Development” and ‘“‘Administration” as defined in
regulations promulgated by the Department.

Of the amount made available under this heading,
notwithstanding any other provision of law, $35,000,000
shall be available for youthbuild program activities author-
ized by subtitle D of title IV of the Cranston-Gonzalez
National Affordable Housing Act, as amended, and such
activities shall be an eligible activity with respect to any
funds made available under this heading. Local youthbuild
programs that demonstrate an ability to leverage private
and nonprofit funding shall be given a priority for
youthbuild funding.

Of the amount made available under this heading,
notwithstanding any other provision of law, $60,000,000
shall be available for the lead-based paint hazard reduc-
tion program as authorized under sections 1011 and 1053

In addition, for admin-
istrative expenses to carry out the guaranteed loan pro-
oram, $1,000,000, which shall be transferred to and
merged with the appropriation for departmental salaries
and expenses.

For the HOME investment partnerships program, as

authorized under title I of the Cranston-Gonzalez Na-

$6,000,000 of funds recaptured during fiscal year 1998
shall be rescinded.

SHELTER PLUS CARE
(RESCISSION)

Of the funds made available under this heading in
Public Law 102-389 and prior laws for the Shelter Plus
Care program, as authorized by the Stewart B. McKinney
Homeless Assistance Act, $4,000,000 of funds recaptured
during fiscal year 1998 shall be rescinded.

HOMELESS ASSISTANCE GRANTS
For the emergency shelter grants program (as au-

Provided further, That the Secretary may designate up to

the Secretary may waive any provision of section 202 of

(INCLUDING TRANSFERS OF FUNDS)

For the cost of guaranteed loans, as authorized by
sections 238 and 519 of the National Housing Act (12
U.S.C. 17152-3 and 1735¢), including the cost of loan
cuarantee modifications (as that term is defined in section
502 of the Congressional Budget Act of 1974, as amend-

ed), $81,000,000, to remain available until expended: Pro-
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vided, That these funds are available to subsidize total
loan principal, any part of which is to be guaranteed, of
up to $17,400,000,000: Provided further, That any
amounts made available in any prior appropriations Act

FAIR HOUSING ACTIVITIES

For contracts, grants, and other assistance, not oth-
erwise provided for, as authorized by title VIII of the Civil
Rights Act of 1968, as amended by the Fair Housing
Amendments Act of 1988, and section 561 of the Housing
and Community Development Act of 1987, as amended,
$30,000,000, to remain available until September 30,
1999, of which $10,000,000 shall be to carry out activities
pursuant to such section 561. No funds made available
under this heading shall be used to lobby the executive
or legislative branches of the Federal Government in con-
nection with a specific contract, grant or loan.

T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance Act
(42 U.S.C. 5121 et seq.), $320,000,000, and, notwith-
standing 42 U.S.C. 5203, to remain available until ex-
pended: Provided, That none of the funds appropriated for
the Federal Emergency Management Agency may be used
to perform repair, replacement, reconstruction, or restora-
tion activities with respect to (1) trees and other natural
features belonging to State and local governments that are
located within parks and recreational facilities, as well as
on the grounds of other publicly-owned property; (2)
parks, recreational areas, marinas, golf courses, stadiums,
arenas or other similar facilities which generate any por-
tion of their operational revenue through user fees, rents,
admission charges, or similar fees; or (3) beaches.
DISASTER ASSISTANCE DIRECT LOAN PROGRAM ACCOUNT

For the cost of direct loans, $1,495,000, as author-
ized by section 319 of the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Re-
lief and Emergency Assistance Act: Provided, That such
costs, including the cost of modifying such loans, shall be
as defined in section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act
of 1974, as amended: Provided further, That these funds
are available to subsidize gross obligations for the prin-

cipal amount of direct loans not to exceed $25,000,000.
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In addition, for administrative expenses to carry out

the direct loan program, $341,000.
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
including hire and purchase of motor vehicles as author-
ized by 31 U.S.C. 1343; uniforms, or allowances therefor,
as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 5901-5902; services as author-
ized by 5 U.S.C. 3109, but at rates for individuals not
to exceed the per diem rate equivalent to the rate for GS—
18; expenses of attendance of cooperating officials and in-
dividuals at meetings concerned with the work of emer-
gency preparedness; transportation in connection with the
continuity of Government programs to the same extent
and in the same manner as permitted the Secretary of
a Military Department under 10 U.S.C. 2632; and not to
exceed $2,500 for official reception and representation ex-
penses, $171,773,000.

OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector
General in carrying out the Inspector General Act of 1978,
as amended, $4,803,000.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT PLANNING AND ASSISTANCE

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
to carry out activities under the National Flood Insurance
Act of 1968, as amended, and the Flood Disaster Protec-
tion Act of 1973, as amended (42 U.S.C. 4001 et seq.),
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the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency As-

sistance Act (42 U.S.C. 5121 et seq.), the Earthquake
Hazards Reduction Act of 1977, as amended (42 U.S.C.
7701 et seq.), the Federal Fire Prevention and Control
Act of 1974, as amended (15 U.S.C. 2201 et seq.), the
Defense Production Act of 1950, as amended (50 U.S.C.
App. 2061 et seq.), sections 107 and 303 of the National
Security Act of 1947, as amended (50 U.S.C. 404-405),
and Reorganization Plan No. 3 of 1978, $202,146,000.
EMERGENCY FOOD AND SHELTER PROGRAM

To carry out an emergency food and shelter program
pursuant to title IIT of Public Law 100-77, as amended,
$100,000,000: Provided, That total administrative costs
shall not exceed three and one-half percent of the total
appropriation.

NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE FUND
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For activities under the National Flood Insurance
Act of 1968, the Flood Disaster Protection Act of 1973,
and the National Flood Insurance Reform Act of 1994,
not to exceed $21,610,000 for salaries and expenses asso-
ciated with flood mitigation and flood insurance oper-
ations, and not to exceed $78,464,000 for flood mitigation,
including up to $20,000,000 for expenses under section
1366 of the National Flood Insurance Act, which amount
shall be available for transfer to the National Flood Miti-
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cation Fund until September 30, 1999. In fiscal year
1998, no funds in excess of (1) $47,000,000 for operating
expenses, (2) $375,165,000 for agents’ commissions and
taxes, and (3) $50,000,000 for interest on Treasury bor-
rowings shall be available from the National Flood Insur-
ance Fund without prior notice to the Committees on Ap-
propriations. For fiscal year 1998, flood insurance rates
shall not exceed the level authorized by the National Flood

Insurance Reform Act of 1994.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISION

The Director of the Federal Emergency Management
Agency shall promulgate through rulemaking a methodol-
ogy for assessment and collection of fees to be assessed
and collected beginning in fiscal year 1998 applicable to
persons subject to the Federal Emergency Management
Agencey’s radiological emergency preparedness regulations.
The agegregate charges assessed pursuant to this section
during fiscal year 1998 shall approximate, but not be less
than, 100 per centum of the amounts anticipated by the
Federal Emergency Management Agency to be obligated
for its radiological emergency preparedness program for
such fiscal year. The methodology for assessment and col-
lection of fees shall be fair and equitable, and shall reflect
the full amount of costs of providing radiological emer-
cgency planning, preparedness, response and associated

services. Such fees shall be assessed in a manner that re-

For necessary expenses of the Consumer Information
Center, including services authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109,
$2,419,000, to be deposited into the Consumer Informa-
tion Center Fund: Provided, That the appropriations, rev-
enues and collections deposited into the fund shall be
available for necessary expenses of Consumer Information
Center activities in the aggregate amount of $7,500,000.
Appropriations, revenues, and collections accruing to this
fund during fiscal year 1998 in excess of $7,500,000 shall
remain in the fund and shall not be available for expendi-

ture except as authorized in appropriations Acts: Provided

Sfurther, That notwithstanding any other provision of law,

the Consumer Information Center may accept and deposit
to this account, during fiscal year 1998 and hereafter,
oifts for the purpose of defraying its costs of printing,
publishing, and distributing consumer information and

educational materials and undertaking other consumer in-
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formation activities; may expend those gifts for those pur-
poses, in addition to amounts appropriated or otherwise
made available; and the balance shall remain available for
expenditure for such purpose.

HUMAN SPACE FLIGIHT

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
in the conduct and support of human space flicht research
and development activities, including research, develop-
ment, operations, and services; maintenance; construction
of facilities including repair, rehabilitation, and modifica-
tion of real and personal property, and acquisition or con-
demnation of real property, as authorized by law; space
flicht, spacecraft control and communications activities in-
cluding operations, production, and services; and pur-
chase, lease, charter, maintenance and operation of mis-
sion and administrative aireraft, $5,326,500,000, to re-
main available until September 30, 1999.

SCIENCE, AERONAUTICS AND TECHNOLOGY

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
in the conduct and support of science, aeronautics and
technology research and development activities, including
research, development, operations, and services; mainte-
nance; construction of facilities including repair, rehabili-
tation, and modification of real and personal property, and

acquisition or condemnation of real property, as author-
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ized by law; space flight, spacecraft control and commu-
nications activities including operations, production, and
services; and purchase, lease, charter, maintenance and
operation of mission and administrative aircraft,
$5,642,000,000, to remain available until September 30,
1999.

MISSION SUPPORT

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
in carrying out mission support for human space flight
programs and science, aeronautical, and technology pro-
orams, including research operations and support; space
communications activities including operations, production
and services; maintenance; construction of facilities in-
cluding repair, rehabilitation, and modification of facili-
ties, minor construction of new facilities and additions to
existing facilities, facility planning and design, environ-
mental compliance and restoration, and acquisition or con-
demmnation of real property, as authorized by law; program
management; personnel and related costs, including uni-
forms or allowances therefor, as authorized by 5 U.S.C.
5901-5902; travel expenses; purchase, lease, charter,
maintenance, and operation of mission and administrative
aircraft; not to exceed $35,000 for official reception and
representation expenses; and purchase (not to exceed 33

for replacement only) and hire of passenger motor vehi-
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cles; $2,513,200,000, to remain available until September

30, 1999.
OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector
General in carrying out the Inspector General Act of 1978,
as amended, $18,300,000.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS

Notwithstanding the limitation on the availability of
funds appropriated for “Human space flight”, ‘““Secience,
aeronautics and technology”, or “Mission support” by this
appropriations Act, when any activity has been initiated
by the incurrence of obligations for construction of facili-
ties as authorized by law, such amount available for such
activity shall remain available until expended. This prowvi-
sion does not apply to the amounts appropriated in ““Mis-
sion support’” pursuant to the authorization for repair, re-
habilitation and modification of facilities, minor construc-
tion of new facilities and additions to existing facilities,
and facility planning and design.

Notwithstanding the limitation on the availability of
funds appropriated for “Human space flight”, ‘““‘Secience,
aeronautics and technology”, or “Mission support” by this
appropriations Act, the amounts appropriated for con-

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Notwithstanding the limitation on the availability of
funds appropriated for ‘“Mission support” and “Office of
Inspector General”, amounts made available by this Act
for personnel and related costs and travel expenses of the
National Aeronautics and Space Administration shall re-
main available until September 30, 1998 and may be used
to enter into contracts for training, investigations, costs
associated with personnel relocation, and for other serv-
ices, to be provided during the next fiscal year.

NATIONAL CREDIT UNION ADMINISTRATION
CENTRAL LIQUIDITY FACILITY

During fiscal year 1998, eross obligations of the
Central Liquidity Facility for the principal amount of new
direct loans to member credit unions, as authorized by the
National Credit Union Central Liquidity Facility Act (12
U.S.C. 1795), shall not exceed $600,000,000: Provided,
That administrative expenses of the Central Liquidity Fa-
cility in fiscal year 1998 shall not exceed $203,000.

NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION
RESEARCH AND RELATED ACTIVITIES

For necessary expenses in carrying out the National
Science Foundation Act of 1950, as amended (42 U.S.C.
1861-1875), and the Act to establish a National Medal
of Science (42 U.S.C. 1880-1881); services as authorized

by 5 U.S.C. 3109; maintenance and operation of aircraft
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and purchase of flight services for research support; acqui-
sition of aircraft; $2,524,700,000, of which not to exceed
$228,530,000 shall remain available until expended for
Polar research and operations support, and for reimburse-
ment to other Federal agencies for operational and science
support and logistical and other related activities for the
United States Antarctic program; the balance to remain
available until September 30, 1999: Provided, That re-
ceipts for scientific support services and materials fur-
nished by the National Research Centers and other Na-
tional Science Foundation supported research facilities
may be credited to this appropriation: Provided further,
That to the extent that the amount appropriated is less
than the total amount authorized to be appropriated for
included program activities, all amounts, imcluding floors
and ceilings, specified in the authorizing Act for those pro-
oeram activities or their subactivities shall be reduced pro-
portionally: Provided further, That $40,000,000 of the
funds available under this heading shall be made available
for a comprehensive research initiative on plant genomes,
including the corn genome: Provided further, That
$359,000,000 of the funds available under this heading
shall not be made available for initiatives in Knowledge

and Distributed Intelligence and Life and Earth’s Envi-
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ronment until the agency submits appropriate milestones
to be achieved by the initiatives in fiscal year 1998.
MAJOR RESEARCH EQUIPMENT

For mnecessary expenses of major construction
projects pursuant to the National Science Foundation Act
of 1950, as amended, $85,000,000, to remain available
until expended.

EDUCATION AND HUMAN RESOURCES

For necessary expenses in carrying out science and
engineering education and human resources programs and
activities pursuant to the National Science Foundation
Act of 1950, as amended (42 U.S.C. 1861-1875), includ-
ing services as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109 and rental
of conference rooms in the District of Columbia,
$625,500,000, to remain available until September 30,
1999: Provided, That to the extent that the amount of
this appropriation is less than the total amount authorized
to be appropriated for included program activities, all
amounts, including floors and ceilings, specified in the au-
thorizing Act for those program activities or their sub-
activities shall be reduced proportionally.

SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For salaries and expenses necessary in carrying out
the National Science Foundation Act of 1950, as amended
(42 U.S.C. 1861-1875); services authorized by 5 U.S.C.
3109; hire of passenger motor vehicles; not to exceed
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$9,000 for official reception and representation expenses;
uniforms or allowances therefor, as authorized by 5 U.S.C.
5901-5902; rental of conference rooms in the District of
Columbia; reimbursement of the General Services Admin-
istration for security guard services and headquarters relo-
cation; $136,950,000: Provided, That contracts may be
entered into under “Salaries and expenses’” in fiscal year
1998 for maintenance and operation of facilities, and for
other services, to be provided during the next fiscal year.
OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector
General as authorized by the Inspector General Act of
1978, as amended, $4,850,000, to remain available until
September 30, 1999.

NEIGHBORHOOD REINVESTMENT CORPORATION
PAYMENT TO THE NEIGHBORHOOD REINVESTMENT
CORPORATION

For payment to the Neighborhood Reinvestment Cor-
poration for use in neighborhood reinvestment activities,
as authorized by the Neighborhood Reinvestment Corpora-
tion Act (42 U.S.C. 8101-8107), $50,000,000.

SELECTIVE SERVICE SYSTEM
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Selective Service Sys-

tem, including expenses of attendance at meetings and of

training for uniformed personnel assigned to the Selective
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Service System, as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 4101-4118 for

civiian employees; and not to exceed $1,000 for official
reception and representation expenses; $23,413,000: Pro-
vided, That during the current fiscal year, the President
may exempt this appropriation from the provisions of 31
U.S.C. 1341, whenever he deems such action to be nec-
essary in the interest of national defense: Provided further,
That none of the funds appropriated by this Act may be
expended for or in connection with the induction of any
person into the Armed Forces of the United States.
TITLE IV—GENERAL PROVISIONS

SEC. 401. Where appropriations in titles I, II, and
IIT of this Act are expendable for travel expenses and no
specific limitation has been placed thereon, the expendi-
tures for such travel expenses may not exceed the amounts
set forth therefore in the budget estimates submitted for
the appropriations: Provided, That this provision does not
apply to accounts that do not contain an object classifica-
tion for travel: Provided further, That this section shall
not apply to travel performed by uncompensated officials
of local boards and appeal boards of the Selective Service
System; to travel performed directly in connection with
care and treatment of medical beneficiaries of the Depart-
ment of Veterans Affairs; to travel performed in connec-

tion with major disasters or emergencies declared or deter-
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mined by the President under the provisions of the Robert
T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance
Act; to travel performed by the Offices of Inspector Gen-
eral in connection with audits and investigations; or to
payments to interagency motor pools where separately set
forth in the budget schedules: Provided further, That if
appropriations in titles I, II, and III exceed the amounts
set forth in budget estimates initially submitted for such
appropriations, the expenditures for travel may cor-
respondingly exceed the amounts therefore set forth in the
estimates in the same proportion.

SEC. 402. Appropriations and funds available for the
administrative expenses of the Department of IHousing
and Urban Development and the Selective Service System
shall be available in the current fiscal year for purchase
of uniforms, or allowances therefor, as authorized by 5
U.S.C. 5901-5902; hire of passenger motor vehicles; and
services as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109.

SEC. 403. Funds of the Department of Housing and
Urban Development subject to the Government Corpora-
tion Control Act or section 402 of the Housing Act of
1950 shall be available, without regard to the limitations
on administrative expenses, for legal services on a contract
or fee basis, and for utilizing and making payment for

services and facilities of Federal National Morteage Asso-

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ciation, Government National Mortgage Association, Fed-
eral Home Lioan Mortgage Corporation, Federal Financ-
ing Bank, Federal Reserve banks or any member thereof,
Federal Home Lioan banks, and any insured bank within
the meaning of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation
Act, as amended (12 U.S.C. 1811-1831).

SEC. 404. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond the
current fiscal year unless expressly so provided herein.

SEC. 405. No funds appropriated by this Act may be
expended—

(1) pursuant to a certification of an officer or
employee of the United States unless—

(A) such certification is accompanied by,
or i1s part of, a voucher or abstract which de-
scribes the payee or payees and the items or
services for which such expenditure is being
made, or

(B) the expenditure of funds pursuant to
such certification, and without such a voucher
or abstract, is specifically authorized by law;
and
(2) unless such expenditure is subject to audit

by the General Accounting Office or is specifically

exempt by law from such audit.
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SEC. 406. None of the funds provided in this Act to

any department or agency may be expended for the trans-
portation of any officer or employee of such department
or agency between his domicile and his place of employ-
ment, with the exception of any officer or employee au-
thorized such transportation under 31 U.S.C. 1344 or 5
U.S.C. 7905.

SEC. 407. None of the funds provided in this Act may
be used for payment, through grants or contracts, to re-
cipients that do not share in the cost of conducting re-
search resulting from proposals not specifically solicited
by the Government: Provided, That the extent of cost
sharing by the recipient shall reflect the mutuality of in-
terest of the grantee or contractor and the Government
in the research.

SEC. 408. None of the funds in this Act may be used,
directly or through grants, to pay or to provide reimburse-
ment for payment of the salary of a consultant (whether
retained by the Federal Government or a grantee) at more
than the daily equivalent of the rate paid for level IV of
the Executive Schedule, unless specifically authorized by
law.

SEC. 409. None of the funds provided in this Act
shall be used to pay the expenses of, or otherwise com-

pensate, non-Federal parties intervening in regulatory or
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adjudicatory proceedings. Nothing herein affects the au-
thority of the Consumer Product Safety Commission pur-
suant to section 7 of the Consumer Product Safety Act
(15 U.S.C. 2056 et seq.).

SEC. 410. Except as otherwise provided under exist-
ing law or under an existing Executive Order issued pur-
suant to an existing law, the obligation or expenditure of
any appropriation under this Act for contracts for any
consulting service shall be limited to contracts which are
(1) a matter of public record and available for public in-
spection, and (2) thereafter included in a publicly available
list of all contracts entered into within twenty-four months
prior to the date on which the list is made available to
the public and of all contracts on which performance has
not been completed by such date. The list required by the
preceding sentence shall be updated quarterly and shall
include a narrative description of the work to be per-
formed under each such contract.

SEC. 411. Except as otherwise provided by law, no
part of any appropriation contained in this Act shall be
obligated or expended by any executive agency, as referred
to in the Office of Federal Procurement Policy Act (41
U.S.C. 401 et seq.), for a contract for services unless such
executive agency (1) has awarded and entered into such

contract in full compliance with such Act and the regula-
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tions promulgated thereunder, and (2) requires any report
prepared pursuant to such contract, including plans, eval-
uations, studies, analyses and manuals, and any report
prepared by the agency which is substantially derived from
or substantially includes any report prepared pursuant to
such contract, to contain information concerning (A) the
contract pursuant to which the report was prepared, and
(B) the contractor who prepared the report pursuant to
such contract.

SEC. 412, Except as otherwise provided in section
406, none of the funds provided in this Act to any depart-
ment or agency shall be obligated or expended to provide
a personal cook, chauffeur, or other personal servants to
any officer or employee of such department or agency.

SEC. 413. None of the funds provided in this Act to
any department or agency shall be obligated or expended
to procure passenger automobiles as defined in 15 U.S.C.
2001 with an EPA estimated miles per gallon average of
less than 22 miles per gallon.

SEC. 414. None of the funds appropriated in title 1
of this Act shall be used to enter into any new lease of
real property if the estimated annual rental is more than
$300,000 unless the Secretary submits, in writing, a re-
port to the Committees on Appropriations of the Congress

and a period of 30 days has expired following the date
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on which the report is received by the Committees on Ap-
propriations.

SEC. 415. (a) It is the sense of the Congress that,
to the greatest extent practicable, all equipment and prod-
ucts purchased with funds made available in this Act
should be American-made.

(b) In providing financial assistance to, or entering
into any contract with, any entity using funds made avail-
able in this Act, the head of each Federal agency, to the
oreatest extent practicable, shall provide to such entity a
notice describing the statement made in subsection (a) by
the Congress.

SEC. 416. None of the funds appropriated in this Act
may be used to implement any cap on reimbursements to
orantees for indirect costs, except as published in Office
of Management and Budget Circular A-21.

SEC. 417. Such sums as may be necessary for fiscal
year 1998 pay raises for programs funded by this Act shall
be absorbed within the levels appropriated in this Act.

SEC. 418. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be used for any program, project, or activity,
when it is made known to the Federal entity or official
to which the funds are made available that the program,

project, or activity is not in compliance with any Federal
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law relating to risk assessment, the protection of private
property rights, or unfunded mandates.

SEC. 419. Corporations and agencies of the Depart-
ment of Housing and Urban Development which are sub-
ject to the Government Corporation Control Act, as
amended, are hereby authorized to make such expendi-
tures, within the limits of funds and borrowing authority
available to each such corporation or agency and in accord
with law, and to make such contracts and commitments
without regard to fiscal year limitations as provided by
section 104 of the Act as may be necessary in carrying
out the programs set forth in the budget for 1998 for such
corporation or agency except as hereinafter provided: Pro-
vided, That collections of these corporations and agencies
may be used for new loan or mortgage purchase commit-
ments only to the extent expressly provided for in this Act
(unless such loans are in support of other forms of assist-
ance provided for in this or prior appropriations Acts), ex-
cept that this proviso shall not apply to the morteage in-
surance or guaranty operations of these corporations, or
where loans or mortgage purchases are necessary to pro-
tect the financial interest of the United States Govern-
ment.

SEC. 420. Notwithstanding section 320(g) of the
Federal Water Pollution Control Act (33 U.S.C. 1330(g)),
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funds made available pursuant to authorization under
such section for fiscal year 1998 and prior fiscal years
may be used for implementing comprehensive conservation
and management plans.

SEC. 421. Such funds as may be necessary to carry
out the orderly termination of the Office of Consumer Af-
fairs shall be made available from funds appropriated to
the Department of Health and Human Services for fiscal

year 1998.

AMERICORPS STUDENT LOAN REPAYMENT

SEC. 422. Not withstanding any other provision of
law, the term “qualified student loan” with respect to na-
tional service education awards shall mean any loan made
directly to a student and certified through an institution
of higher education as necessary to assist the student in
paying the cost of attendance, in addition to other mean-
ings under section 148(b)(7) of the National and Commu-
nity Service Act.

This Act may be cited as the “Departments of Veter-
ans Affairs and Housing and Urban Development, and

Independent Agencies Appropriations Act, 1998,
